HARRY GUGGENHEIM 
NEW ENVOY 10 CUBA 


Washington, September 16.—(4)— 
Harry F. Guggenheim has been named 
by President Hoover as ambassador 
to Cuba in place of Noble Brandon 
Judah, of Chicago, who recently re- 
signed. 

The name of the new ambassador to 
the Havana post had been prominently 
mentioned in diplomatic circles for 
some time and the appointment was 
confirmed at the White House today. 

Guggenheim has recently become 
one of the leading supporters of Amer- 
ican aviation as president of the Gug- 
genheim Fund for the Promotion of 
Aeronautics. In that work he has 
been closely associated with Charles 
A. Lindbergh, whom he appointed as 
one of the trustees of the fund. 

The interest qf the new Cuban 
envoy in flying started during the 
World War as he served in the naval 
‘aviation forces in both France and 
Italy. He rose to the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander and was recom- 
mended by Admiral Sims for a cita- 
tion for exceptional services. The navy 
department, however, failed to act on 
the citation.

New York, September 16.—(4)— 
Spurred by revelation that J. P. Mor- 
gan interests have acquired hydro-elec- 
tric property on the St. Lawrence 
river, Governor Franklin D. Roose- 
velt declared in a statement published 
today, that he would ask the legisla- 
ture to create state machinery to un- 


dertake the development. 

Describing the sale of the, proper- 
ties of the frontier corporasin to the 
Morgan-owned Niéiagara-Hudson Pow- 
er Corporation as merely a transfer 
of ownership from “one friend ‘to an- 
other,”’ he said the deal did not change 
the legal status of St. Lawrence wa- 
terpower. 

He said that the concentration of 
ownership of hydro-electric companies 
into one private ownership covering 
SO per cent of the area of the state 
made state development of St. Laew- 
rence power increasingly imperative. 

“It goes almost without saying,” 
the statement concluded, “that I shall 
again ask the legislature to create a 
body of public trustees to undertake 
the St. Lawrence development by and 
for the people of the state.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said the

Increase in Wages. 

“One of the marked changes that 
has taken place is the great increase 
in wages paid the railroad laborer, 
and when I say ‘laborer’ I refer to 
all employes, for, if you dont know 
it, railroading is a ‘laboring business’ 
in all of its departments. 

“IT can recall when five train 
crews operated the freight trains on 
our line between Augusta and Spar- 
tanburg. Engineers on these runs 
were paid $100.00 per month each 
and they had to do the work. When 
they came in late, broken down, after 
not eight hours, but possibly 16 
hours, and on occasions may be 24 
hours, they were given eight hours 
rest or a little more if At was ab- 
solutely necessary, and“ again sent 
out on their runs, in order to earn 
their maximum of $100.00 per month, 
Now instead of five enginemen at 
$100.00 per month each, we now 
probably have on these runs 20 engi- 
neers, who are earning from $200.00 
to $300.00 per month each and who 
work not 24 hours or 16 hours, but 
eight hours, and if on occasions they 
must work more time, they are paid 
a premium for additional hours of 
service beyond eight hours. 


“And during those days and for 
many years afterwards, our stock- 
holders got no inumediate return from 
the operation of their property, but 
instead patiently awaited the day 
when by reinvesting into improve- 
ments what little net earnings we 
made, they were to get a reasonable 
rate of interest on a very low capital- 
ization. 

Growing in Importance. 

“Ours is a small road, only 342 
miles in length, but we are growing 
in Importance, in that we are part 
and parcel of one of the great rail- 
road interests of the country, and 
such occasions as this cause us. to 
fee] that possibly we too have a place 
on the railroad map. 


“There is one impression that 
seems to pervade the mind of the 
average person that I wish to cor- 
rect, and that is that the railroads 
are materially increasing their rates. 
It is true there have been some in- 
ereases, in fact some large increases, 
but after all the way to ascertain 
whether our rates are increased or 
not is to take the average earnings 
per ton per mile.- Upon referring to 
ours during the past years I find 
that our average earnings per ton per 
mile are gradually, yet seriously, de-| 
creasing. 


Passenger Business Declines. 
i 


“A startling fact with our line is | 
that in 1918 we handled approxi- 
mately one million passengers. In 
1928 the number of passengers 
handled had decreased to 136,000, 
and at the rate that our pas- 
senger business still is decreasing, all 
of which practically is local, the 
number handled this year will aggre- 
gate approximately 100,000, a 
decrease in some 10 years of 90 per 
cent, and yet ‘every attempt to re- 
duce our passenger service has been 
met with bitter opposition, though it 
seems to me that a reduction in sery- 
ice, when there was no business be- 
ing handled, would clearly be in the 
public's interest and our duty.

League of Nations Session 


Proposal Again Delayed 
Presentation But Lord 
Cecil Outlines Plan to 
Press. 


Geneva, September 16. — ‘#) — 
Great Britain today made public its 
ideas regarding the principles which 
should govern the nations in seeking 
general disarmament settlement. Ma- 
jority opinion among the delegates to 
the League of Nations assembly to- 
might forecast that the British decla- 
ration will reopen the eld question 
of trained army reserves, which un- 
doubtedly would meet with opposi- 
tion from the French. 

The British proposal was again de- 
layed in the expected presentation 
to the disarmament committee but 
Lord Cecil, in view of the great in- 
terest aroused, handed a draft of the 
resolution to the press. It is now ex- 
pected to reach the committee to- 
Morrow or on Wednesday. 

The resolution reads: 

“The assembly, being convinced 
that a progressive and general re- 
duction of armaments is urgently 
needed throughout the world expresses 
its hope that the preparatory com-

‘TORCH SLAYER OF WE 
ON TRIAL FOR LIFE 


White Plains, N. Y., September 16. 
(P)—Earl Francis Peacox, 21l-year- 
old radio mechanic, was placed on 
trial today for the killing of his gay 
and pretty young wife, Dorothy, and 
through a long day that made tales- 
men restless he remained a composed 
and dapper prisoner, betrayed only by 
the pallor of months in a cell. 

Almost a half hundred talesmen 
were examined before defense coun- 
sel, admitting the slaying but builtd- 
ing a Mefense of accident and insan- 
ity, and the prosecuting attorney, 
angling for jurors without prejudice 
to the death penalty, had chosen six 
men. Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
S. Tompkins is presiding. 

Defense plans were diselosed as 
Sidney S. Syme, chief of counsel for 
the young radioman, questioned close- 
ly each talesman. The _ protpective 
jurors were asked whether they 
would be influenced by the death pen- 
alty, the burning of the girl's body 
after she was strangled to death last 
April 21 in Peacox’s Mount Vernon 
apartment, or by Peacox’s love affair 
with Frances Newman, dancer and 
the “alibi girl” of the case. 

Talesmen were also asked: “The 
defendant will admit that three hours 
after’ his wife's death he took her 
body to a lonesome spot in the woods, 
placed a string about her neck, and 
the following Saturday morning 
set fire to the body with kerosene. 
Would that prejudice you?’ 

That there would be no attempt to 
spare Frances Newman, who failed 
to substantiate Peacox’s story that it 
was her intoxicated form and not his 
wife’s corpse that he was seen re- 
moving from his apartment, was in- 
dicated by Syme, who also assailed 
the character of the. slain girl. 

The couple had ‘been married a 
year to the day when the killing oc- 
curred, but they had been estranged 
and traveled their own social ways. 
On the night of their first anniver- 
sary Peacox brought his wife home, 
attempting to effect a reconciliation 
but her scornful description of the 
apartment as “the same old dump” 
precipitated a quarrel that ended in 
the slaying. 

About this quarrel much of the 
defense will be built. Syme indicated 
that he would seek to prove that there 
was no premeditation—the one factor 
necessary to convict Peacox for mur- 
der in the first degree and send him 
to the electric chair. 

Throughout the first day of the 
trial Peacox remained calm, spéak-

Washington, D. C., September 16. 
(North -American Newspaper . Alli- 
ance.)—An official admission that 
General Motors is negotiating with 
the Radio Corporation of America 
for a patent licensing arrangement for 


the manufacture of radio receiving 
sets follows close upon confirmed re- 
ports that the Fox Film Corparation 
also proposes to go into the radio 
set manufacturing field. 

To the radio public, these develop- 
ments betoken an even more intensive 
marketing campaign among the 12,- 
000,000 to 15,000,000 homes in the 
United States ‘that are not yet radio 
equipped, and they indicate the pros- 
pective introduction of new receiving 
set models, bearing new trade names 
if not new wrinkles in themselves. 
More giant capital in the radio manu- 
facturing field might possibly bring 
new price advantages, for mass pro- 
duction and vigorous competition in 
distribution would be involved. 
General Motors would become -# 


distributing field of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America itself, not ‘to 
mention such manufacturers as At- 
water Kent, Grigsby-Grunow, Strom- 
berg-Carlson, Kolster, Crosley and the 
score or more or other big firms now 
in the field. 

If it obtains a license, the General 
Motors Company will have to ‘pay a 
royalty of 7 1-2 per cent on all the 
sets it makes to the Radio Corpora- 
tion, of America for the right to use 
the patents of that corporation.:

allowed to remain on active duty until 
the successful conclusion of the cam- 


aign. 

In his talk the naval officer will 
recall the thrilling history of the old 
square-rigged man o’ war that so defi- 
nitely established the rights of the 
United States on the high seas dur- 
ing the early years of the last cen- 
tury. A program of patriotic music 
will be played by the Clicquot Club 
Eskimos.

THE BOSS’ JOB. | : 

“Won't you write an article,” is 
the plea of an office girl, “with rel- 
erence to the duties of an. employer? 
We hear so much about what we owe 
the employer that we'd like a writer 
like you to tell the employer where 
he gets off.’’ 

An employer should take great care 
in hiring a young person. He. says, 
perhaps quite naturally, “Oh, it 
doesn’t make any difference to me. I 
can get a young fellow or girl any 
time, it’s only a twenty-dollar-a-weck 
job, so what’s the use of bothering? 
If he looks good to me I will try 
him out, and if they prove to be 
worthless we']l get another.” 

But taking this attitude means a 
great deal to a.young person. It may 
be his first job and the chagrin of 
being fired affects him adversely. It 
may be he came to the job with the 
iden of being somebody and getting 
somewhere, and when he is thrown 
down he thinks he is a failure; while 
as a matter of fact the employer may 
have failed by hiring him for a job 
for which he was not capable. On 
the part of the employer it costs 
money to hire and fire people; on the 
side of the young employe being hired 
is @ satisfaction and being fired is 
to say the least a disappointment. 

After an employer has hired a 
young person he ought, by good rights, 
train him for the job for which he 
has been hired. ‘An employer once 
said to me: ‘“Whry, that boy didn't 
even know how to empty a waste bas- 
ket. He never filled my fountain pen, 
And when it came to answering the 
telephone he talked as. though he was 
talking to a chum!” My reply was: 
“But if there is a technique in empty- 
ing waste baskets, or if there is a 
method by which you want it emp- 
tied, why didn’t you tell him? It 
seems as though you could have taken 
a moment or two to have dictated the 
exact daily duties to your office poy. 
As for the way he telephones, why 


him a few instructions.” 

Employers should deliver the goods 
in all this talk of ‘““‘There’s a tremen- 
dous need for intelligent, honest and 
faithful workers.

But some of these 
same employers, unconsciously per- 
haps, ignore the health of their em- 
ployes. Large industrial establish- 
ments have trained physicians, nurses 
and safety engineers who make daily 
inspection to ascertain the conditions 
under which the force is working. 
but in the average office few precau- 
tions are taken in health and sanita- 
tion. The employer assumes that be- 
cause there are no dangerous ma- 
chines and sharp knives, there is 20 
chance for accidents. And because 
the floors are swept once in a while 
there is no danger of infection, 


Colds cost employers money and 
employes discomfort. Foul air in a 
six by eight office coop stifles think- 
ing as well as breathing. Inadequate 
or over-brilliant lighting hurts eyes 
and lowers efficiency. And _ finally, 
Flots of clean and cold drinking water 
should be provided for the employes.

Health Talks

ALL MEAT AND NO VEGE- 
- TABLES MAKE AN ADE.- 
QUATE DIET. 
(Continued from yesterday.) 

(Editor's Note: In yesterday’s ar- 
ticle, Dr. Brady reported on the sur- 
prising results of a one-year all meat 
diet in a nutritional-experiment con- 
ducted by competent specialists upon 
the noted explorer Vilhjalmur Stef- 
ansson and his companion explorer, 
Andere. As a result of these tests 
many hitherto aceepted ideas on diet 
must be discarded. Dr. Brady cun- 
cludes thé subject today.) 


Here the scientists had what is un- 
questionably a unique opportunity. 
Most of our nutrition knowledge is 
drawn from animal experimentation, 
and that is not always reliable for ap- 
plication to mau. These two famous 


men had already given much to the 
world in their polar achievements. In 
this experiment they whole heartedly 
subjected themselves to many annoy- 
ances and, in one sense, indignities, in 
order to enable the scientists to mal.e 
accurate measurements and observa- 
tions of the effects.of a high protein 
diet on human metabolism. One hav- 
ing read Stefansson’s “Five Years in 
the Aretic’ may readily imagine. that 
to him this experiment was a harder 
trial than any experience he encoun- 
tered in the far north. 

Dr. Clarence W. Lieb, of New York 
had charge of the experiment, and a 
staff of specialists in various depart- 
ments made the frequent tests and 
measurements of metabolism. Much 
of the study remains to be published. 
But some interesting conclusions are 
now in order. 

For one thing, the kidneys func- 
tioned as well on the all meat diet 
as they do on ordinary mixed diet. 
This should put finally at rest that 
old tradition that too much meat or 
meat in any quantity is hard on the 
kidneys. 

The proportion of urie acid in the 
bload before the beginning of the ex- 
periment and at the conclusion of the 
year of meat dict was not appreciably 
changed. This should dispose of the 
companion bogy that you must not 
eat meat if you have the uric acid 
complex. It should also give a fel- 
low fond of steaks and such items a 
good smile at the archaic probibition 
of red or dark meats in the diet of 
one theoretically suffering from uric 
eeid, 

Studies of the intestinal flora, the 
growth of bacteria in the colon, proved 
that the effect of an all meat diet 
is to simplify this and to reduce both 
the numbers and the types of germs 
in the bowel. There was no evidence 
of increased growth or activity of the 
putrefactive types of bacteria. In 
both cases there was no gaseous dis- 
tention and the stools were nonodor- 
ous. No blood corpuscles were found 
in the fecal specimens at any time, 
and rarely any mucus (mucus appear- 
ed once in the case of Andersen and 
tviece in the case of. Stefansson). All 
of these observations tend to over- 
throw the imposing (imposing is the 
right. word) structure built up by the 
food fakers, fadists and cultists who 
so freely ascribe most of the ills 
flesh is heir to, to the fleshpots. 

It is a fine thing Stefansson and 
Andersen have done. But it does not 
seem fair and equitable to use such 
men fog, such experimental purposes, 
even if they do offer themselves to sci- 
ence. Once more I would urge upon 
the public the consideration of the 
proposal of Professor Albert P. Sy, 
that it would be better for the world 
to use the inmates of prisons for this 
work. That would be a humane 
thing, and it would be giving these of- 
fenders an opportunity to make some 
sort of compensation for the wrong 
they have done society; or if they 
hold they have not wronged society. 
then it would give them a_ good 
chance to show their willingness to 
do the world a good turn. | 


I really cannot conceive of any good 
reason why we should not make all 
inmates, of penal institutions avail- 
able for just such experiments as 
these two great explorers have vol- 
untarily undergone. I believe’ the 
moral influence of such service would 
have a chastening and a wholesome 
effect on the lives of these wards of 
the state.

Decision on 6-Cent Gas Tax 
and Two Other Laws Not 
Expected Soon. 


Tallahassee, Fla., September 16.— 
(P)}—Decision as to the constitution- 
ality of parts of three of the 1929 
legislature’s Jaws rested with -the 
Florida supreme court tonight after 
one of the lengthiest court sessions in 
tle history of the body. 

Three laws were attacked and de- 
fended in oral argument throughout 
the ‘day as the final step in their 
advance to the highest court in the 
state. 

Decision is not expected for some 
time, court officials said. The statutes 
placed finally within—the decision of 
the supreme court today were the 


five-cent gasoline tax law, the sixth 
cent tax law on the product, and the 
law creating an administrative board 
of staie officials to supervise. reduc- 
tion of approximately S160,000,000 in 
county and special district road and 


bridge bonds, 

Attorney-General Fred H. Davis 

headed a staff defending the laws 
before the six justices of the coart, 
while John E. Mathews, Jacksonville, 
was the head of the legal counsel 
attacking the constitutionality of the 
laws. 
_ The attacking counsel based part of 
its argument on a cireuit court de- 
cision of Judge E. C. Love in Leon 
county court, in which a portion of 
the five-cent gasoline tax law was 
held unconstitutional. 

Arguments of Mathews and his as- 
sociates attempted to show that rev- 
enue from the five-cent tax, levied by 
the state, could not be used to reduce 
county indebtedness, inasmuch as state 
taxes could not be used for county 
purposes, They also submitted that 
distribution of one cent of the five- 
cent tax could not be: divided among 
counties in the proportion that the 
county s special district road and 
bridge bonds bore to the $160,000,000 
total in the gtate. | 

Further, Mathews and his associates 
submitted that the gasoline tax law 
was unconstitutional in its provision, 
that the fifth cent of the gasoline 
tax should be divided equally among 
counties, two-thirds Po the total 
going for common schools, which they 
maintained was a state tax, and one- 
third going for country lateral roads 
and bridges, which they asserted was a 
county tay.

COMMUNITY CHEST 
ASKS DELINQUENTS 
TO PAY PLEDGES 


With a slackening of payments on 
pledges of public support for Atlanta's 
work of social service, August brought 
to the Community Chest the necessity 
of borrowing $15,000 to keep its 39 
agencies of human welfare in opera- 
tion. Even with that assistance, ac- 


cording to the monthly official audit 
by Ham Edison & Co., expenses ex- 
ceeded receipts by $149.66. 

Collections amounted to $26,079.63, 
and disbursements to $26,229.29. 

Because of the excess of disburse- 
ments over receipts, the cash balance 
according tothe auditors’ report was 
reduced on August 31 to $220.99. 

Like August, September will be a 
month of straightened finances for 
the Chest. Not until October 1 will 
the quarterly payment on public sub- 
scriptions again be due, and in Au- 
gust and September the collections are 
generally those which have been past 
due and are sporadic and meager, ac- 
cording to. Frank Miller, executive di- 
rector of the Chest. In this connec- 
tion he directed an “appeal to delin- 
quent contributors to pay the past- 
due installments on their -pledges as 
soon as posstble. If all delinquent 
pledges are paid, he said, much of the 
financial pressure upon the city’s ma- 
Le fad of social welfare will be re- 
ieved.

High Lights in the Cotton Market

The cotton market practically 
thumbed its nose at the government 
crop estithate issued on September 9. 
An unexpected reduction in the esti- 
mate led to a temporary advance of 
nearly 75 points, but it was soon lost, 
and by Wednesday the market was 
lower than it had been before the re- | 
port was issued. . 

It is hard to say just why the trade 
should have treated the findings of 
the crop estimating board with such | 
disrespect. Last season's estimates 
were unusually correct, and those is-} 
sued this year would seem to be en- 
titled to serious consideration. But 
speculation in cotton is dead, and 
spinners do not seem inclined to an- 
ticipate their requirements by buying 
futures, 

Whether this disinclination is due 
to the fear that southern delivery will 
prove a permanently depressing fac- 
tor, or to a disposition to see how | 
the new plan works out is a question 
that no one can answer, but the fact 
is that there is little forward buying 
at present, and that those few specu- 
lators who have been bullish are dis- 
couraged by the paradoxical action of | 
the market. It rallies from time to 
time as it becomes oversold, but the 
rallies are impermanent, and they act 
as deterrents to speculation. 


Some comment has been elicited by 
the fact that January contracts in 
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Mail Order Securities 


In recent article concerning the 
growth of mail order houses the im- 
portance of the chain store aspect of 
hoth Montgomery Ward and Sears- 
Roebuck was stressed. It is inter- 
esting to note the progress of these 
leading concerns. 

While the growth of Sears-Roebuck 
was more rapid than that of Mont- 
gomery Ward during the earlier 
months of the year, Montgomery Ward 
seems to have passed Sears-Roebuck 
in the matter of rate of growth since 


all merchandise sold. 

Original estimates for the year on 
Montgomery’ Ward pointed to sales 
volume of $300,000,000, but if the 
present rate of growth is continued, 
this will probably be exceeded slightly. 


And if the same ratio of net to 
growth is reported for the year, earn- 
ings on a par share basis on the new 
capitalization would amount to slight- 
ly over $5 a share. If expected eco- 
omies are realized the net might con- 
ceivably amount to well over $6 a 
share, but the lower estimate is the 
more probable from present indica- 
tions. The potential rate of growth 
is based on an expected sales volume 
of $1,000,000,000 by 19356. 

In the case of Sears-Roebuck, while 
the rate of growth has been more 
moderate, such progress as i } 
being made is satisfactory, 
would not be surprising if a good 
statement were made for 1929. It is 
still too early to estimate what the to- 
tal sales volume would be, but earn- 
ings of between $8 and $9 a share for 
the full year are likely. 

The farm situation has improved 
considerably. As a consequence, pur- 
chasing power in agricultural sections 
where the sales of these concerns are 
heaviest will be good. 

In such an ambitious expansion 
“ogy rte as is now being undertaken 
y these companies, theré are bound 
to be a number of new problems, mer- 
chandising as well as managing, which 
will have to be solved. 

To help the companies solve these 
problems both units have excellent 
banking sponsorship, able to command 
leading executives in chain store mer- 
chandising to such a degree as to war- 
rant that these problems will be solved 
with a minimum of friction. 


It is regrettable that net earnings, 
are not reported on a quarterly basis 
so we could see the progress being| 
made in overcoming some of the diffi- | 
culties involved. 

Still, the rate of growth has been) 
very satisfactory so far, for 1929, and | 
we expect such a continuation for the} 
rest of the year. |

This question can only 
be answered by a mind reader; but

It seems unlikely that anyone 
would attempt it, as it might put De- 
cember to a premium that would at- 
tract all the cotton held in the sou’h 
at the end of the year. 

But King Cotton’s navy is now sail- 
ing a sea that has never been com- 
pletely charted. and navigators should 
be careful in taking their observations 
and drawing conclusions from them. 


One interesting effect of the decline 
which followed the issuance of the gov- 
ernment report is A resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Connolly, of Texas. 


| This resolution provides that the first 
‘cotton crop estimate should be made 
'up as of August 15 instead@f August 


1, as at present. Of this resolution 
most of the trade will approve in the 
hope that by successive postpone- 
nents the zero point in crop estimates 
will be finally reached. Then it may 
be possible for those who think they 
Lnow something about cotton to act 
upon their knowledge without running 
the risks of being financially destroyed 
by some erratic pronouncement of the 
government, which might cause a repe- 
tition of the decline that occurred two 
years ago when a forecast of the price 
of American cotton crop was attempt- 
ed. But all this is obiter. 

“ The fair and intrinsic value of cot- 
ton is a question in which the whole 
world is interested. Spinners are wifll- 
ing to pay a fair price for the cotton 
that they need, and the world is also 
willing to pay a fair price for the 
goods it needs. On the other hand, 
most of the producers are willing to 
accept a fair price for the cotton they 
have grown. The question is to deter- 
mine such a price. Many international 
problems have recently been solved or 


partially solved by the willingness of ; 


statesmen to discuss them in confer- 
ence, The same -statement applies to 
many economic problems by which 
business, industry and finance have 
been vexed. 

Why cannot something of the kind 
be attempted in cotton? The time 
seems to be ripe for it. A substantial 
minority of the growers are repre- 


sented by the co-operative selling or-,
